On Tuesday, August 5, the first day of school in Estill County, the entire Irvine Police Department descended upon Roses Body Shop in South Irvine to serve a search warrant. 

More than a dozen people were held for questioning. Some were released, but several were arrested and hauled to jail. Besides drug charges, they will be facing trafficking 
within 1000 feet of a school, also a felony.

On August 5, 2014, the first 


day of school, the Irvine Police 
Department executed a search 
warrant at 810 South Irvine Road, 
or “Roses Body Shop,” which is 
within 1000 feet of the South Irvine 
Preschool/Kindergarten Center. 


About a dozen people were 
detained for questioning. Some 
were let go, but at least seven arrests 
were made and more could be 
pending. 

The body shop was under 


investigation for “high volume” 
drug trafficking, after controlled 
drug buys by confidential 
informants confirmed the drug 
activity 

A search warrant was issued,

and all members of the 
Irvine Police Department 
descended upon the body 
shop on Tuesday afternoon. 

While conducting the 
search warrant, Jack R. 
Cockrell, 46, of 810 South 
Irvine Road, was found 
with 15 Neurontin (a legend 
drug), 3 Suboxone pills, and 
one Percocet. He had $294 
in 20s 10s, 5s and Is on 
him. 

Video of previous drug 
buys caused police to 
believe Cockrell was in 
the process of selling the 
drugs. A cooperating 
witness purchased three 
Hydrocodone (Schedule 3 
pills) and four Clonazepam 
(Schedule 4 pills) for $40 
from Cockrell. The buy was 
audio and video-recorded. 

During other controlled 
buys, a cooperating witness 
purchased Xanax bars, 
Oxycodone, Morphine 
and Percocet pills from 
Cockrell. 

He was arrested and 
charged with five counts of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, first degree; 
one count of trafficking 
in a controlled substance, 
2nd degree; two counts of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, third degree, 
trafficking in a legend 
drug and four counts of 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance within 1000 feet 
of a school. 

Cockrells bond was set at 
$100,000 cash. 

During the search at 
Roses Body Shop, Officer 
John Sturniolo witnessed 
Thomas Scott Reeves, 
35, of 2482 McKee Road, 
doing a hand-to-hand drug 
exchange. When Reeves 
was detained, 37 Suboxone 
pills, 15 Oxycodone , and 
eight unopened Suboxone 
sublingual films were found 
as well as two opened 
Suboxone sublingual 

films. Less than 8 ounces 
of marijuana and drug 
paraphernalia were found 
on Reeves. He also was 
carrying $312 cash in 
mostly small bills. He was 
arrested and charged with 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, first degree; 
trafficking in a controlled 
substance, second degree, 
trafficking in marijuana, 
trafficking within 1000 feet 
of a school and possession 
of drug paraphernalia. 

Karen Wilson, 49, of 
4650 Richmond Road, was 
present when the search 
warrant was served. She had 
several straws and paper 
wrappers in her possession, 
according to the police 
report. She was served an 
Estill County District Court 
warrant of arrest for failing 
to appear for a motion

to revoke probation. The 
underlying charges for 
that warrant were for 
several traffic violations. 
She is also charged with 
buying/possessing drug 
paraphernalia. 

Cheryl M. Embs, 44, of 
525 Tickey Fork, Ravenna, 
was present at 810 South 
Irvine when the search 
warrant was served. She 
told police that she had one 
Percocet, one Klonopin and 
half a Percocet in her purse. 
She produced all three pills 
wrapped in cellophane 
from a cigarette package. 
Witnesses confirmed to 
police that Embs was there 
to buy pills. She had $100 
in cash in her purse and 
on her person. She was 
arrested and charged with 
possession of a controlled 
substance, first degree; and 
possession of a controlled 
substance, third degree. 

Blaine K. Martin, 68, 
of 106 Blue Bird Avenue, 
Berea, was present when 
the warrant was served 
at Roses. He had a small 
container with marijuana 
and a silver pipe. He 
was issued a citation for 
possessing marijuana and 
drug paraphernalia. 

George T. Fox, 34, of 
1021 Winchester Road, 
was served two unrelated 
Estill County District Court 
warrants of arrest for failing 
to appear in court. The 
underlying charges were for 
several traffic violations. 

Finally, James Rose, 58, of 
860 South Irvine Road, was 
arrested after an interview 
with the Irvine Police 
Department. He was read 
his Miranda warning and 
waived his rights, signing 
a document. He stated 
that he knew illegal drug 
sales were happening at 
his place of business. He 
said he received $30 a week 
payment, and $10 a week 
payment, respectively, 
from Cockrell and Reeves. 
He also admitted that he 
received Lortab pills and 
marijuana joints, as well as 
Klonipin and Valium from 
Cockrell and Reeves. 

Regarding the case, Irvine 
Police Chief Brad Smith 
said the IPD has county¬ 
wide jurisdiction to make 
arrests, although their main 
obligation is to the city of 
Irvine. He said they “pick 
and choose” their battles. 

However, due to the “very 
substantial” amount of 
drug activity confirmed by 
video and audio taken by 
a confidential informant, 
they made the decision 
to serve a search warrant. 
Smith also said they are still 
working to identify others 
who fled the scene.

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City of Ravenna continues to address flooding, animal control

Concerned citizens living near Williams 
Memorial Baptist attended the Ravenna 
City Council meeting on Monday night to 
air concerns over water drainage issues. 

Harold Hunt, Charles “Doots” Muncie, 
Sonny Muncie, Joe Lahrmer and Dwight 
Rogers expressed concerns and sought help 
from the council in dealing with excess 
water run-off. 

Some residents said the amount of water 
pouring into yards and driveways has 
gotten worse since new drainage lines were 
recently installed. 

After some discussion of who is responsible 
is to remedy the problem, Ravenna Fire 
Chief David Harvey said he had a similar 
drainage issue on his property, but he found 
an inexpensive remedy. 


He said he dug about a 6x6 foot pit and 
filled it part of the way with number two 
rocks. The pit collects the water and allows 
it to leach out with little to no run-off. 

Church members said they would take 
the information back to their churches 
for approval. All seemed willing to try 
the drain pits, an alternative to digging 
additional drain lines that could save 
hundreds of dollars. 

Ravenna Church of God Pastor Hargus 
Gordon was present at the meeting to 
express his support for correcting a drain 
problem that runs partially across church 
property. The city is in the process of 
having easements prepared to be signed. 

In other business, the financial report, 
police report, and fire report were all 
approved with no discussion. 

A second reading of the 2013-14 amended 
budget was accepted, and the council voted 


to keep the property tax rate at its current 
rate of 50 cents for every $100 for real and 
tangible property, which Mayor Estine 
Tipton said is the same rate its been for as 
long as she can remember. 

Ravenna’s dog ordinance was discussed 
at length. Councilman Louis Officer 
said he had read it and crossed out a lot 
of it, because the ordinance needed to be 
simplified. 

He suggested keeping the requirement 
for dogs to be licensed but said the license 
should come from the pound, and only be 
required once per dog. 

Other regulations suggested for the revised 
ordinance: Any peace officer can destroy a 
dog found to be abandoned or suffering; 
no animals may be kept for re-sale or 
consumption; the owner is responsible for 
cleanup of their pet’s feces; any peace officer 
has the right to have impounded any dog 


or cat running loose. Special stipulations 
are listed in a separate ordinance for vicious 
dogs. 

The ordinance will be revised and the first 
reading of it will be at next months meeting. 

Councilman Louis Officer brought 
pictures of a skateboard ramp the council 
hopes to build at the Ravenna park across 
the street. 

Suggestions for funding the project 
include conducting a road block and 
asking businesses for donations. Council 
members plan to help build the proposed 
30 foot ramp. 

City Clerk Susan Lay said she would check 
into liability issues. 

Councilman Officer said that 
neighborhood kids have been run off from 
every place where they get together to skate. 

“We need to get it built, and get them off 
the streets,” he said. 


Fisheries project promising for anglers at Cave Run 


A habitat improvement project has anglers hoping for 
their next big catch at Cave Run Lake. 

Over the next three years, natural and man-made struc¬ 
tures will be sunk at several lake locations. These struc¬ 
tures will provide safe cover for small fish and foraging 
habitat for larger fish. 

Fisheries biologists from state and federal agencies are 
coordinating with sport fishers and volunteers to imple¬ 
ment the project. 

“The primary goal of the project, which anglers will see, 
is increased opportunities and places to catch fish,” said 
Tom Timmermann, assistant district biologist with the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources in 
the Northeastern Fishery District. 

“The structures will promote algae and periphyton 
growth on submerged surfaces, which will provide a food 
supply and refuge for small fish and aquatic insects. 

“Larger fish will be attracted to the structures as feeding 
zones, which should be a great area to catch all the sport 
fish of the lake - bass, muskie and crappie,” added Tim¬ 
mermann. 

The habitat improvement structures vary in shape, size 


and material but simple in design. 

Wooden pallets, cable spools, concrete blocks, tree 
stumps and recycled Christmas trees are some of the ma¬ 
terials being used to develop these sunken fish attractors. 
Local businesses and individuals have donated much of 
the materials being used for the project. 

“The pallets are used to create an open cage-like struc¬ 
ture with trees strapped inside for added cover,” said Pam 
Martin, fisheries biologist with the U.S. Forest Service, 
Daniel Boone National Forest. 

“Concrete blocks are attached to the cage to keep the 
structure under water, but the blocks also provide good 
hiding places for small fish.” 

Bass, muskellunge and crappie are just a few of the sport 
fish expected to benefit from the improved habitat at Cave 
Run. The sunken brush and other material will quickly at¬ 
tract fish to the habitat improvement areas. 

Following the recommendations of several anglers, the 
structures are being placed perpendicular to the shoreline 
with shorter parallel reefs that create a T shape. The struc¬ 
tures will alternate from shallow to deep, with a maximum 
depth of 20 feet at summer pool level. 


“The perpendicular lines will allow fish usage during 
all stages of lake temperature changes,” said Anthony Orr 
with the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 

“The shallow parallel lines will allow for small fish usage 
as cover, and the deeper parallel lines will allow for some 
warmer water cover in the winter months.” 

The targeted areas for habitat improvement are Clay 
Lick, Stoney Cove/Adams Point, Scotts Creek, Ramey’s 
Creek, Warix Run, Zilpo Flats, Cassidy’s, and Poppin Rock. 

The Clay Lick and Stony Cove/Adams Point sites will be 
completed this year. 

“Anglers should expect to see fish in these areas any¬ 
time. They should be ready hotspots this coming fall and 
winter on the lake,” said Timmerman.

Volunteers currently participating in the project include 
the Friends of Cave Run, Kentucky Chapter 52 of Muskies 
Inc., the Kentucky Department of Juvenile Justice, local 
bass fishers, and private businesses and individuals.

I sure did. 

The meal Tonya Floyd and her 
help prepared at the Wigwam was 
delicious. I regret that I couldn’t 
get around to all the participating 
restaurants, but I was too full to eat 
another bite. 

The Wigwams “farm fresh meal” 
reminded me of the ones my 
momma used to prepare for “work 
hands” (those my Dad hired to help 
in hay or tobacco.) I think most of 
them considered themselves lucky 
to get to work for Dad, because 
they not only had opportunity to 
earn some money, but they got to 
eat good too. 

The Wigwam was very busy 


If there’s one thing I’ve learned 
since I’ve been covering more “hard 
news” for the paper, it’s that there 
is a serious drug problem in this 
county. 

Of course I was already aware 
of that to a certain extent, but it’s 
becoming clearer all the time what 
a problem we have. 

It seems that nearly everyone I 
talk to can describe a neighborhood 
“hot spot” where drug activity 
is occurring regularly with little 
apparent effort to hide it. 

I drive through South Irvine on 
my way to town nearly every day. 
I pass some of those “hot spots,” 
which I note with a mixture of 
sadness, pity, aggravation and 
anger. 

I feel bad for those who are in the 
grip of addiction. Sometimes. 

I feel anger at those who are 
preying on the weaknesses of others 


to make money. 

I feel sad when I see young folks 
the age of my kids who are heading 
down a self-destructive path. 

And I experience aggravation 
when I wonder why there isn’t more 
being done to stop it. 

I’m sure I’m not the only one 
who was delighted to see the Irvine 
Police Department move in on the 
business in South Irvine where 
drug activity has become obvious. 
The business is less than 1000 feet 
from the Preschool/Kindergarten 
Center. 

Appropriately, it was the first day 
of the school year when the IPD 
delivered a search warrant, rounded 
up more than a dozen people for 
questioning, and then hauled some 
off to jail. 

We all know that was just the tip 
of the iceberg, and I’m sure that 
frustrates local law enforcement 
daily. 

I don’t know what the solution is 
to the mess we are in, but it probably 
involves tougher consequences and 
more drug treatment programs. 

If you read this paper every 
week, you know that most of 
those arrested in this county are 
quickly back out on the street. 
Much of the time, the offenders are 
arrested again in a matter of weeks, 
sometimes days. 

There isn’t a jail big enough to 


hold them all, apparently, nor is 
there money to keep them up. 

A significant amount of the 
county budget goes to fund the 
Estill County Detention Center 
every month. 

That money could be used for 
something to grow our town, such 
as a vocational school or services 
for the elderly, but that’s just wishful 
thinking until we figure out what 
in the world to do about an ever- 
increasing drug problem. 

We talk about the need for 
bringing industries into the county, 
but I wonder if there are enough 
unemployed people in the county 
inclined to live productive lives to 
support bringing in a factory or 
something like that. 

Drug abuse and unemployment 
go hand in hand, and it’s hard to 
say exactly how one relates to the 
other, although there are definitely 
connections. 

There has to be a way to turn 
the tide. I really dread the kind of 
place we will become if something 
doesn’t begin to change. I welcome 
letters to the editor and opinion 
columns from anyone who can 
respectfully suggest ways to begin 
to do so. It’s a conversation that 
needs to happen before our growing 
problem destroys what’s left of this 
county.

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PFC Harold William Blackwell 


Have you ever walked 
through a cemetery, spied a 
military marker and won¬ 
dered, “What is this veterans 
story?” This happened to 
Harold Hall recently when 
he was visiting a friends 
grave in the Johnny Richard¬ 
son Cemetery at Sand Hill. 
He saw the military grave 
marker for Harold Black- 
well. Since Harold is a World 
War II buff, fm sure the date 
of PFC Blackwells death was 
intriguing—December 26, 

1944. 

Harold called me to see if I 
would want to research PFC Blackwell and perhaps write 
a story about him. I had a jumpstart on this story because 
I acquired some details from his sister many years ago 
about Harold Blackwells death in WWII. Harolds sis¬ 
ter is Anna Lee (Blackwell) Williams and lives in North 
Carolina. Anna Lee and her husband were regular visi¬ 
tors at Clarence and Lucy (Blackwell) Roses home. Lucy 
was Anna Lees aunt. Harold was the 4th child of Lucys 
brother Thomas Jefferson Blackwell and his wife Grace 
(Faulconer) Blackwell. Harold had another sister named 
Louise. He was the only son since 2 of his siblings died 
very young. 

I could remember Anna Lee and Lucy telling me that 
Harold had been killed while guarding a bridge the day af¬ 
ter Christmas in 1944 while repelling the Germans. There 
had to be far more to this story. I revisited Harold’s marker 
which I had seen many times on my visits to see Clarence 
and Lucy Rose’s graves. Harold’s military marker stated 
he was born June 29, 1923 and died December 26, 1944. 
He was a PFC in the 327th Glider Infantry with the 101st 
Airborne Division. Wow! That had to be some tough duty. 

Although I had not had any contact with Anna Lee since 
Lucy’s death in 1989 I had retained her address in North 
Carolina. I wrote to her hoping she was still in good 
enough health to help me with this story. Fortunately my 
letter was delivered. A reply came from Anna Lee’s daugh¬ 
ter, Anita Valery via my e-mail address. Anita has been a 
valuable pipeline to Anna Lee’s memories of her brother. 

There is a plaque hanging on the wall by the entrance to 
the Estill County High School gym. Have you ever no¬ 
ticed it? It contains the names of our Estill County vet¬ 
erans who gave their lives in World War I, World War 
II, the Korean War and the Vietnam War. By far, WWII 
had the greatest number of casualties—69. Harold Black¬ 
well’s name is there. Just think about it. There were 69 
men killed in WWII from a tiny county like Estill. That 
speaks of the ferocity of the action our military personnel 
experienced during the less than 4 years that WWII last¬ 
ed. It’s no wonder that casualties were so high when you 
have battles like D-Day, Operation Market Garden and 
the Battle of the Bulge. Harold Blackwell saw action in all 
the aforementioned campaigns. We lost men by the tens 
of thousands in each. We lost equal numbers of casualties 


in the Pacific theater as our Marine, Army and Navy units 
island-hopped their way to Japan. Altogether it is estimat¬ 
ed 420,000 Americans were killed in WWII. 

Harold Blackwell attended school in the Webb one-room 
schoolhouse on Sand Hill Road in the early 1930’s. The 
Webb School is still standing on the Wolfinbarger place 
but is showing its age. Agnes Moore told me she remem¬ 
bered Harold. She said Harold was a good boy and loved 
to help his Uncle Clarence Rose make sorghum. Clarence 
and Harold were always pulling pranks on one another. 
‘Jake’ Rose remembers Harold also. He too said Harold 
was a fine young man. Jake saw Harold the last time when 
Harold was home on leave. Harold came to Jake’s parent’s 
home on Blackburn Road looking for his brother, Morris. 
Harold and Morris were good friends. When Harold was 
in his teens he dropped out of Estill County High School 
and found a job at the Spicer Automotive Factory in Tole¬ 
do, Ohio. When his family moved to Detroit, Michigan in 
1941, Harold moved with them and worked at The Great 
Lakes Engineering Works as a pipefitter. 

Harold volunteered to join the Army on March 18, 1943 
at the age of 19. Harold was with the 3rd Armored Divi¬ 
sion and stationed at N. Camp Polk, Louisiana. He was 
then shipped out to Ft. Dix, New Jersey. At Fort Dix Har¬ 
old volunteered to join the glider infantry attached to the 
101st Airborne Division. Some have called the gliders 
‘flying coffins’. Their rough landings caused many injuries 
and even deaths. 

In June 1944, D-Day, the decision to drop both the 82nd 
and 101st Airborne Divisions into Normandy reduced the 
number of available aircraft to tow the gliders for a glid¬ 
er assault. The 327th Glider Infantry Regiment (Harold’s 
outfit) was ordered to land across Utah Beach with the 
4th Infantry Division. Although casualties were high their 
goal was accomplished and Harold’s outfit moved back to 
England to prepare for its next mission. 

The 327th’s next mission was no picnic. They participat¬ 
ed in Operation ‘Market Garden,’ the airborne invasion of 
Holland. The regiment along with other allied units en¬ 
dured 73 days of continuous combat. The glider Harold 
was on went down behind German lines. Harold, the pilot 
and the surviving men were hidden by a Dutch farmer. 
The glider was placed in a barn under a pile of hay. Har¬ 
old and his outfit eventually rejoined their unit. After the 
fighting died down the 327th went back to France to rest 
and recuperate. Operation Market Garden was made into 
a movie, “A Bridge Too Far,” based on the book by Corne¬ 
lius Ryan. It featured a cast that included Sean Connery, 
Robert Redford and Ryan O’Neil. 

On December 16, 1944 the Germans launched an offen¬ 
sive (Battle of the Bulge) through the Ardennes Forest. 
The 101st Airborne Division was ordered to the vitally 
important crossroads town of Bastogne, Belgium. Har¬ 
old had only been back with his outfit a week when they 
began their 100-mile truck march to Bastogne. The 327th 
assumed a defensive position south of Bastogne which was 
to be held at all costs. By December 22nd the Germans 
had completely surrounded Bastogne. The German com¬ 
mander offered terms of surrender to General McAuliffe, 
the acting 101st Division commander. Colonel Harper, 

the commander of the 327th 
delivered General McAuliffe’s 
reply to the Germans—“NUTS!” 
The Germans did not under¬ 
stand the message so Colonel 
Harper explained, “It is the same 
as Go to Hell.” The 327th Regi¬ 
ment held for 9 days during one 
of the coldest winters on record 
in Europe until relieved by units 
of General Patton’s 3rd Army on 
December 26. Despite suffering 
heavy casualties the Regiment 
took 750 prisoners, knocked out 
144 Nazi tanks and 105 other en¬ 
emy vehicles. For its actions as a 
unit in the defense of Bastogne, 
the 327th acquired the regimen¬ 
tal motto ‘Bastogne Bulldog.’ 
Unfortunately, in the midst of 
the siege of Bastogne Harold 
Blackwell was killed on De¬ 
cember 26th—the very day that 
General Patton’s forces broke 
the siege. He had been guarding a

roadblock when the Germans attacked his position with 
mortars, artillery and grenades. He was killed by a piece 
of shrapnel. 

Eventually Harold’s remains were returned to the place 
of his birth, Estill County. He is buried in the Johnny 
Richardson Cemetery off Sand Hill Road where he is now 
surrounded by his father, aunts, uncles, and grandparents. 
His parents, his 2 sisters and many others were in atten¬ 
dance at Sand Hill Christian Church. The services were 
conducted by the Rev. Roy C. Richardson. Full military 
rites at the graveside were provided by the American Le¬ 
gion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and the National Guard. 
The flag that drapes the coffin at a military funeral is fold¬ 
ed 13 times. Each fold has a meaning attached to it. The 
8th fold is a tribute to the one who entered into the valley 
of the shadow of death, that we might see the light of day. 

Anita, Harold’s niece, told me that Christmases were not 
very happy for her grandmother after 1944. She took the 
Christmas tree down on the 26th every year after Harold’s 
death. Anna Lee carried on the tradition for many years 
after her mother’s passing. 

I interviewed Earl Blackwell to see if he had any remem¬ 
brances of his cousin. Earl was very young when Harold 
left Estill County but he remembered Harold, Anna Lee 
and Louise. Earl did volunteer an unusual incident that 
occurred about 10 years ago. Earl encountered a man 
looking for Harold’s grave in the Sand Hill Cemetery. Earl 
took him to the Johnny Richardson Cemetery and showed 
him Harold’s grave marker. The man said he served in the 
Army with Harold. If only we knew who this man was we 
could fill in a lot of gaps of Harold’s story. The mystery 
man must have thought a lot of Harold to want to visit his 
grave after nearly 60 years. Perhaps he was with Harold in 
his final moments. 

Harold went voluntarily into harm’s way to help preserve 
our way of life. The things Harold, our other WWII veter¬ 
ans and that whole generation did for us is priceless. We 
are losing an incredible generation and this nation knows 
not what it is losing. Our uncaring government and un¬ 
grateful civilian populace should all take note. We must 
continue to earn this freedom we hold dear. Not just by 
serving in the military, but by being productive, partici¬ 
pating citizens of our country. 

Be careful where you tread as you walk through a ceme¬ 
tery. You may be stepping on the grave of a hero like Har¬ 
old Blackwell. 

I am truly honored to tell this story of PFC Harold Black- 
well. In some small way I hope it furnishes him with the 
parade he may have not received. This story could not 
have been told without the help of Anna Lee (Blackwell) 
Williams, Anita Valery, Harold Hall, Earl Blackwell, Agnes

American Lung Association reports Affordable 
Care Act offers Kentucky opportunities 


Call before you dig; 
Kentucky 811 

Whether its a major construction project or yard work at 
home, Kentucky 811 is a free statewide computer-operated 
communication system. When consumers call 811 to “lo¬ 
cate request,” this request is sent to each member company 
that provides natural gas, electric, telephone, cable and wa¬ 
ter service in the requested area. Each company will then 
either mark its underground lines or notify the individual 
if there are no underground lines in the area. 

In 2013, the 811 call center took nearly 136,000 requests 
for LG&E gas and electric lines and KU electric lines. 

Follow these four important safe-digging steps: 

1. Call 811 at least two business days in advance. 

2. Wait the required amount of time. 

3. Respect the marks that outline the underground utility 
lines and equipment. 

4. Dig with care. 

KU customers should visit KU’s Call Before You Dig web 
page or call 1-800-981-0600 to see if you need to contact 
KU or Kentucky 811 to have your underground electric 
lines marked.

With more than 8 million Americans now accessing 
health insurance through new options in the Affordable 
Care Act (ACA), there has never been a more crucial 
time for policymakers and insurance plans to act to save 
lives-and public dollars-by expanding and easing access to 
tools and treatments to help smokers quit, according to the 
American Lung Associations “Helping Smokers Quit: To¬ 
bacco Cessation Coverage 2014” report. 

Released today, the annual report notes that many lives and 
billions of state and federal dollars- including over $800 
million in Medicaid spending -could be saved by ensur¬ 
ing that coverage under the ACA comprehensively helps 
smokers end their nicotine addiction. 

The Lung Associations annual report reviews each states 
efforts to help smokers quit and provides an up-to-date 
look at federal coverage and requirements for quit smoking 
treatments under the Affordable Care Act. 

Kentucky Needs to Do More to Help Smokers Quit 

Kentucky Medicaid plans cover one tobacco cessa¬ 
tion medication, but otherwise coverage of the other six 
FDA-approved medications and three types of cessation 
counseling varies by health plan. 

The states marketplace benchmark essential health bene¬ 
fit plan does not provide coverage of any medications. 
While Kentucky does not require co-payments for tobacco 
cessation, step therapy or lifetime limits on quit attempts, 
there are variations among plans on annual limits on quit 
attempts, requirements for prior authorization, counseling 
and length of treatment. 

“Kentucky has made great strides in opening up access 
to healthcare to thousands of residents through its health 
insurance marketplace,” said Barry Gottschalk, President 
and CEO of the American Lung Association of the Mid¬ 
land States. “However, figuring out what tobacco cessation 
assistance is available can be daunting for smokers seeking 
to quit. We call on our state officials to remove barriers and 
provide clear information on what coverage people can ex¬ 
pect across all plans.” States Could Save Up to $833 Million 
in Medicaid Spending 

The report noted that significant savings in public spend¬ 
ing could be achieved by making sure smokers on Med¬ 
icaid have broader access to comprehensive smoking ces¬ 
sation resources. People enrolled in traditional Medicaid 
smoke at much higher rates than the general population 
(30.1 percent versus 18.1 percent for ages 18-65). Smok¬ 
ing-related diseases cost Medicaid programs an average of 
$833 million in taxpayer dollars per state in 2013. 

The Lung Associations report determined that: 

• Kentucky is not among the 35 states that charge copays 
for tobacco cessation treatments for individuals enrolled in 
Medicaid. This should encourage Kentuckians to use avail¬ 
able treatments; 

• Only two states provide comprehensive cessation cover¬ 
age for all Medicaid enrollees: Indiana and Massachusetts. 
Tobacco use is the leading preventable cause of death in 
the United States, costing our economy up to $333 billion 
annually. In the report, the American Lung Association as¬ 
serts that: 

• Every smoker, including those on Medicaid, needs access 
to a comprehensive tobacco cessation benefit 

• Quit smoking treatments must be provided at no cost and 
be easy to access 

• Insurance plans and employers should publicize what 
treatments are available and how to access them 

• Insurance plans and employers should not make it hard¬ 
er for tobacco users to afford health insurance by charging 
them more in premiums 

A comprehensive quit smoking benefit includes all med¬ 
ications FDA-approved for smoking cessation and three 
types of cessation counseling recommended by the Public 
Health Service Guideline on Treating Tobacco Use and De¬ 
pendence:

In addition to making all these treatments available, the 
American Lung Association says that insurance plans and 
policymakers must help smokers by not requiring copays 
or prior authorization, and not limiting the number of 
times a smoker can get the benefit per year or lifetime. 

“Investing in smoking cessation programs has shown up 
to a 3-to-l return on investment,” said Gottschalk. “And 
we know the 2014 Surgeon Generals report concluded that 
todays cigarette is more deadly and addictive than ever, 
making this investment not only smart, but necessary.” To¬ 
bacco Surcharges May Put Health Insurance Out of Reach 
for Families 

The ACA allows individual and small group insurance 
plans to charge tobacco users up to 50 percent more in 
premiums than nonsmokers. This surcharge can be a dif¬ 
ference of thousands of dollars per year for a smoker, and 
the Lung Association is concerned surcharges could make 
health insurance unaffordable for tobacco users and their 
families. Eleven states, however, have chosen to limit or 
prohibit these surcharges, including Kentucky. 

Lack of Information about What Private Health Plans Cov¬ 
er Makes it Hard for Patients to Make Healthcare Choices 

With new requirements for preventive services being 
implemented and more patients enrolling in health cover¬ 
age through the ACA, the public is encountering barriers 
to accessing information on what treatments health plans 
actually cover, including smoking cessation treatments. 
Patients need this information to make informed choices 
when selecting and enrolling in healthcare plans. Addi¬ 
tionally, this transparency is needed to evaluate whether 
plans are providing the right treatments to smokers who 
want to quit and other patients. The American Lung Asso¬ 
ciation urges HHS and state policymakers to require that 
health plans make this information publically available. 

To help inform decisions and address outstanding needs 
for providing comprehensive smoking cessation coverage, 
the American Lung Association created an Action Plan for 
Policymakers, listing critical steps to be taken by the fed¬ 
eral government, state governments and health plans, em¬ 
ployers and health systems to ensure that those who want 
to quit get the help they need to succeed. The plan can be 
found as part of the entire report, found at www.lung.org/ 
helpingsmokersquit. 

Three Bold Goals 

In January 2014, the American Lung Association and our 
public health and medical partners announced our plans to 
end tobacco use through the creation of three bold goals: 

• Reduce smoking rates, currently at about 18 percent, to 
less than 10 percent within 10 years; 

• Protect all Americans from secondhand smoke within 
five years; and 

• Ultimately eliminate the death and disease caused by to¬ 
bacco use.

Estill County High School Student to Attend The 
Carol Martin Gatton Academy of Mathematics 
and Science at Western Kentucky University 


Estill County High School junior Sarah King will be part of the 63-member Class of 
2016 attending the Carol Martin Gatton Academy of Mathematics and Science at Western 
Kentucky University. The Gatton Academy is Kentucky’s only state-supported, residential 
program for high school students with interests in advanced science and math careers and 
one of only 15 such programs in the nation. She will spend her final two years of high 
school at the academy. She will complete her junior and senior years of high school living 
in Schneider Hall and taking courses offered by WKU. At the end of her two-year course 
of study, she will graduate from high school and have earned at least 60 college credit 
hours. Sarah wants to pursue a degree in Chemical Engineering, with hopes of attending 
MIT after graduating from The Gatton Academy. 

Sarah, along with about 290 Kentucky sophomores, started the application process in 
the fall of 2013 with 192 students qualifying for review. Applicants were evaluated based 
on ACT/SAT scores, high school grades, awards, extracurricular activities, responses to 
essay questions and letters of recommendation. In March, 110 candidates were invited to 
interview with community leaders from across the state and academy staff. The selection 
process was difficult, with more applicants than any other years before. 

In the 2014-15 school year, 132 high school juniors and seniors will be enrolled at Gat¬ 
ton. The academy has been voted Americas best high school for two years in a row by 
Newsweek magazine.

Encouraging word: A Reality to attain

face the new day in a strange 

land, I arose early and had a 
delightful breakfast at the Ritz Hotel in Jerusalem. 
After finishing breakfast, I went outside to breathe 
the fresh air, look around for a moment, and observe 
what I could of the “city of peace” before beginning 
the anticipated activities of the day. 

Immediately, after going outside, I saw a man 
walking across the parking lot, and to my surprise, I 
recognized him. He was Joseph Shimitshek, a man I 
had met two years earlier on a previous trip to Israel. 
Just as I recognized him, he must have recognized me, 
for he increased his pace and approached me with a 
broad smile. With his hand extended, he greeted me 
warmly and enthusiastically with ’’Shalom!” 

Now, Shalom is an old Hebrew word that means 
“peace,” and the people of Israel have adopted it as a 
common greeting that is used every day. Now, I am 
accustomed to greeting people with “Good morning,” 
“Hello,” “How are you,” or, on some occasions, “How¬ 
dy.” 

During those next few days, I heard Israeli af¬ 
ter Israeli greet each other with Shalom, and I heard 
them greet American tourists with that same word. 
Like Joseph, most citizens of Israel knew then, and 
they know now, the importance of peace, so peace 
is forever on their minds and in their speech. As a 
young Jewish boy growing up in Germany, Joseph ex¬ 


perienced the horror of the holocaust. After World 
War II, he found his way to his ancestral land and es¬ 
tablished a new home. 

That October morning the Six Day War was 
only five years in the past, and scars of it were visible 
throughout the city. Today, Israeli citizens live with 
the threat of terrorism on every side; they long for 
peace. For everyone, Shalom is more than a greeting; 
it is a dream to hope for and a reality to attain through 
the best efforts of mankind.

Soldiers in blue and gray will again descend on the Richmond battlefield for the 
annual Battle of Richmond Re-enactment. 

This year’s event will be Saturday and Sunday, August 23-24, at Richmond’s 
Battlefield Park, just south of Richmond on Battlefield Memorial Highway (US 421 
South). Sponsored by the Battle of Richmond Association, military and civilian camps 
will both open at 10am and close at 4pm, with the battle being fought at 2pm each 
day. A modest parking donation is requested. Expect loud cannons and fast, beautiful 
horses. 

Both the Battle of Richmond Visitors Center and Richmond Battlefield are easily 
accessed using I-75’s Exit 83. 

Hundreds of re-enactors and living historians from several states come to Richmond 
every year to commemorate the pivotal Civil War Battle of Richmond, fought on 
August 29 and 30,1862. The Battle of Richmond was the second largest Civil War battle 
in the Commonwealth, and is considered by most Civil War historians as one of, if not 

the, most complete 
victory one side had 
over the other during 
the entire war. 

Confederate forces 
under Major General 
Edmund Kirby Smith 
thoroughly defeated 
an inexperienced 
Union army under 
the command of 
Major General 
William “Bull” 
Nelson, a Kentuckian 
from Maysville. 
Nearly the entire 
Union force (85%) 
were either killed, 
wounded or captured, 
Visitors will have 
the entire day filled 
with demonstrations, 
and concessions will 
be available, with 
many period food 
vendors. This year’s 
Living History area 
will have a Civil War 
medicine in them. 


Begin your visit with a stop at the Battle of Richmond Visitors Center at the 
intersection of US 25 and 421. The center will be open at 9 am each day. The 1811 


home, which served as Federal 


headquarters and a 
hospital, features a unique 
topographical laser map 
highlighting the events 
of the battle, video 
presentations of the fight, 
Kentucky during the 
Civil War and the Civil 
War in general and other 
exhibits. 

This year the Battle 
of Richmond Visitors 
Center is featuring a 
special exhibit entitled 
“Kentuckians in the 
Civil War”. This exhibit 
highlights native 
Kentuckians who played 
a pivotal role during 
the War Between the 
States. These include, 
but not limited to, 
Confederate General 
John Bell Hood and 
Federal General 
John Buford, both 
significant players 
at the Battle of 
Gettysburg. 

Richmond Battlefield 
Park is just a short 
drive down Battlefield 
Memorial Highway 
from the Visitors 
Center. On your way, 
stop off at the Mt. Zion 
original church building 


Church which will be open for tours. This 

is an iconic landmark on the Richmond Battlefield and served as a hospital for many 
wounded and ill soldiers of both sides. Mt. Zion Church will be hosting a special period 
workshop service at 11am on Sunday.
